San Franctsco. Fch. 10.— Tho anx- 
lonsly cxiifctcil stc'imcr Ai;>ti-a!ir, ar- 
rived off the Heaxls at an early hour 
yesterday morning with news that Min- 
ister StevenB had Mtabliihad a protecto- 
wie orer the Hawaiian ftlands. The 
act was exocnted at 9 o'clock on the 
morning of tho 1st inst., when the stars 
and stripes were raised over Aliuolani 
hall and the minister issued the follow- 
ing proclamation, whici waa publiahed 
olBdaUy Feb. 1:

Ta Ibe Hawaiian people: 
. At the teqaeat of the prorisinnal Kovem- 
ment of the Hawaiian islands, I hereby, in 
the naoM of the United Mataa of Ainavioa, 
asaame proteotlon of tlte Hawaiian islands 
for the protection of life and property and 
occnpation of public baildings on Hawaiian 
aoil as far as may be necessary for the pur- 
pose speclflod, but not interfering with the 
administration of public affairs by the 
proTisional government. This action is 
taken pending and subject to negotiations 
at WashlnKton.

Approved and executed liy C. ( Wiltsc, 
saptain United .States navy, commanding 
United States steamship lioston. 

The provisional government at Hono- 
lulit lias In oii busy siii' " its iticrption. 
Tho t'X('cutivt3 and advisory councils 
formed tho legialatnri', and held daily 
sessions to )>nsB snch acts as were 
deemtMl iiiunidiattly lucdliil. On" ni 
the earliest acts was tli*^ rt'iical of tlie 
lottery francliiso act; another provided 
the following form of oath for all resi- 
dents desiring to affirm allegiance to 
the provisional government: 

I do solemnly swear in the presence of 
Almighty God, that I will sUpport the 
pcorisional goverument of Hawaiian isl- 
ands promulgated and proclaimed on the 
17th day of January, 1898, not hereby re- 
nouncing, but ezpresaly resanring all al- 
leglanee to any fbrelgn ooontvynow owing 
by BMi

Th$ iMfMatnre alao paaaed an act pro- 
ktUWDf the importation of ftreanna or 
naioAYH, except by the government. 

fiboe the change of go?emm«nt took 
place ez*Qaeen LUiookalMii haa niided 
at her oonatey reaidenos. ' It has boon 
stated, howerer, that she haa held ssr- 
cral secret meetings with K ahna n a in 
thedty. 

Shortly after the saUiag of the laat 
steamer the proviaional goremment re- 
odTed certincatea of recognition as the 
da facto goremment Irom Japan, 
nance, Great Britain, Chili, Denmark, 
Germany, Anstro-Hnngary, Spain, ^or- 
twnl. Pern and the Netherlands. 

The following la the British minister's 
letter to the provisional gormuiMnt 
Vecognizing the new regime:

the nif^tal support of niy government. !n 
reply, I Iwg to say that I recognize tlie 
aid provisioiiid government as the exist- 
ing de facto Kovernment pending instruc- 
tions from my eoverninent. I am, gentle-

Tlie Hawaiian flag still floats in the 
palaco court yard. The palace, har- 
racks, police station, cnsloiu Iioilkc, 
etc., remain in possession of tho pro- 
visional government, which will admin- 
ister public business as usual. The 
arms ami anmmnition will be witli- 
drawn from Alionlani hall which, until 
definite intelligence arrives from the 
United States, will be guarded by a de- 
tachment from tlie Hoston. 

Martial law still continues at Hono- 
Inla, but the hours were lessened. Its 
tnroclaination resulted in the niain- 
tldnance of complete urd'T and ditru.scd 
a feeling of security throu^^hout tlie 
community. 

Amonar the passengers on the steamer 
were Paul Neuman, the deposed (jueen's 
attorney, Prince Kawananakow, and 
Jndge H. A. Wademan, who are ou 
their way to Washington to present tho 
qneen's case. 

Tho provisional government's volun- 
teer armv is increasing visibly. Legis- 
lative hall and other rooms at the gov> 
emment have been oo n T<«lsd mto 
barracks for the men.

Washinoton, Feb. 10.— The news ol 
the action of Minister Stevens became a 
subject of general comment in the 
house after the excitement of the ailver 
vote had died fW9j. It met with the 
approval of thojM|||ttcab side of the 
house and with^P^wRed reception on 
tli« I)«nooc»tlo side, the preraiuDg ae&> 



tlmenf on that side, however, being one 
of antagonism to a committal of this 
government to annexation («r to a pro- 
tectorate or to tin- committal of con- 
gress by the executive branch of th't 
government. There were some mem- 
bers who sharply criticised Minister 
Stevens and thought his COOAset Un- 
warranted.

Speaking of the dispatch and the de- 
relopmente of the day in the Hawaiian 
litnatiOD. Secretary Foster said that the 
aetlcn of Minister Btsrans in dedating 
the Hawaiiiia ialaads under the proteo- 
tlon of the United States waatricen 
without iastmetions firom thedepart- 
mantof stiCtak In fact, the morement 
for the ohanM of government was un- 
expected, aoA had not been anticipated 
by instruotioiia from Waahington. . 

Mr. Sterena had, therefore, been com- 
pelled to act independently and upon 
nia best judgment, as the emeri^encies 
had arisen, ihe only inatmctiont given 
by the department was the telegram of 
the Wth wt., already irublished, approv- 
ing Mr. Sterons* recognition of the pro- 
visional government, an aot on his part 
which had been followed by an thefor- 
•Um representativea in Houoltdu 

He had been further inatrocted to 
protect American dtisena and property. 
Secretary Foster stated that Americun 
citizens were the owners of at threo- 
f oortha of the entire real and personal 
property of the islands, and they were 
more interested than all other reaidenta 
in the preeervatioa of peace and good 
government. 

There was no conference yesterday 
between the secretary of state and tho 
Hawaiian commissioners, as Thursday 
is diplomatic day at the department, 
and the aecretanr was fully occupied 
with the calls of foreign ministers. 

Yesterday evening Mr. Lonin A. 
Thurston, with the consent and ap- 
proval of his associate commissioners, 
made a statement in reply to the letter 
from J. F. Colbum, ox-minister of t)io 
Interior of the Hawaiian cabinet, pub- 
liahed in the papers yesterday. Mr. 
Thurston says: 

"It haa been claimed by and on be- 
half of Queen Liliuokalani' that the late 
Hawaiian government yielded to the 
force of the United States when they 
surrendered to the Hawaiian provisional 
government, and cthe claim has been 
amplified in somo of the papers into a 
charge that the whole movement was a 
preconcerted conspiracy in favor of an- 
nexation." This statement has already, 
been denied by the commissioners. 

"In the first place the undisputed 
facts show that no action was taken by 
anybody until the 14th of Januarv, after 
the queen liad attempted with force to 
abrogate the existing constitution and 
proclaim a new one. The uprising of 
citizens, which finally rostiltod in tin; 
establishment of the provisional gov- 
ernment, took place at the express re- 
quest of the cabinet, of which Mr. Col- 
burn was a membt^r, in respon.so to a 
call from the cabinet to the citizens to 
Bupjiort them with arms against the de- 
mands of the (luecn. 

"When the trouble began o!i the l Uh, 
the United States minister and the 
Unite<l States steamer Doston were 
both absent from Honolulu and had 
been for about t<'n days previous, cm a 
cruiso to th(^ Windwanl islands. If the 
American minister and the commander 
of tho Hoston had been in a cunsiiiracy 
with the (lueen or any one else to catise 
a disturbance, tliey would mo.it t ertain- 
ly have remained at the capital during 
the t losing day.-^ of the legi.slature when 
there w as more likelihood than at any 
other tune to be a disturbance. In the 
second place, if they had been seeking 
or scheming for any such object they 
wonld with e(iual certainty have em- 
braced the first opportunity for landing 
United States forces. There was aniplo 
iustification for such a course to have 
been followed by the American minister 
on Saturday the Mth, Sunday the l.')th, 
or at any time on Monday the 10th. 
No troojis, in fact, were landed until !) 
o'clock in the afternoon of Monday the 
16th of January. 

"The sole (juestions remaining to be 
considered are: 'First, diil tlie circum- 
stances warrant the American minister 
in landing troops? and. second, afti>r 
they were landed, did they take any ac- 
tion against the queen's government, or 
in any way interfere in local alf airs?' 
The rei)ly to the first ini(uiry is th.tt tlm 
circumstances most emphatii .ill y justi- 
fied Mr. Stevens in landing ilie troops 
for the protection of American citizens 
and their nroperty. 

"Second, the queen having threat- 
ened the lives of her ministers, includ 
ing Mr, Colburn, the cabinet appealed 
to the citizens for armed support, of 
which they were immediately assured 
cn the same afterngon that it was re- 
questeil. The city was therefore in a 
state of revolution thai Saturday after 
noon, with the (jueeii and 7iiO armed 
men on ono side and the cabinet and 
practically the entire busiiie.sa com- 
munity, led by determined men who 
had announced their intention to resist 
encroachment ' i^pon thsir rights, upon 

the oilier. 

"At o'clock on Monday afternoon 
1,500 men announced their intention, 
by the adoption of the most bold and 
emphatic resohitions, to not only resist 
the proposeci aggression of the queen, 
but to take sucli ineiisures as would 
finally and perpetually put an end to 
ti^fi coutinuaUx Increasing disturbances 



which had t>ecomo of such fre- 
ijuent occurrence. At the meeting 
and tlirougout tho city this 
was openly stateil and known to 
every one to be a projiomtion to abro- 
gate the monarchy ami establish a pro- 
visional g(neriini"nt. All of the regu- 
lar forces of the government, together 
with their t.vlra ,men, were in- 
trenched in the barracks at the palace 
and the poli^v station. • 

"There was every indication of i\ 
fight, and a bloody one. which might 
be pret ijiitated at atiy minute, in which 
many lives and much property would 
have been inevitably destroyed. At the 
reejuest of many American citizens the 
coniniittee notified tho American minis- 
ter of tho situation, and asked assist- 
ance in the jirotection of life and prop- 
erty. Under these circumstances the 
United States minister landed the 
American troops in accordance with 
well established precedent.' 

"The troops landed at 5 o'clock and 
marched directly to the American cf)n- 
sulate, where a guard was left. A de- 
tachment was sent to the American 
legation and the remainder worn 
marched to the grounds of an Ameri- 
can citizen, Mr. J. B. Atherton, whers 
they remained until sleeping quarters 
conild be obtained for the night. 

'•The United States uniform was not 
Been upon the streets, except upon the 
persons of the necessary ofiicers convey- 
ing orders between the captain and his 
subordinates. 

"Again, there was no public ac- 
knowledgement of the provisional gov- 
ernment by the American minister un- 
til after the abdication of tho (lueen 
and surrender of the barracks and po- 
lice station, together with all tlie forces 
and mnmtiona of war located therein. 

** As to the further action of the pro- 
visional government requesting • pro- 
tectorate and the ITnited States minis- 
ter acting in complianco therewith and 
establishing such protet-torato pending 
negotiations in Wftshington, news of 
Which has been brought by tlie Aus- 
tralia today, I would say that having 
every coiilideni'e in the men composing 
the prcn'isional govei imient. 1 do not 
believe that they would have taken tliis 
action unles.s they had deemed it neces- 
sary for the preservation of life a. id 
property. 

" riu) protectorate does not in any 
manner interfere with tho regular pro- 
gress of the public business under the 
provisional governi.'ient nor with tho 
negotiations with the United States gov- 
snunsot, . 

Tbe 0«Mn 'Willing for Annesatlen. 

8am Fbakcisco, Feb. 10.— Paul Neu- 
man, a member of ex-Queen Lilinoka- 
lani'a cabinet, waa among the passen- 
gers' on the steamer Australia which ar- 
rived from Honolulu yesterday. He is 
on his way to 'Washington where he 
will lay the lease of the deposed queen 
before the state deitartment. Mr. Neu- 
man refused to oisclose the nature of 
the dispatches he bore, but he felt sure 
they would have much weight with the 
president and secretary of state. 

In reply to a question as to the dis- 
poeition of the ex-queen towards the 
United States, Mr. Neuman said: "She 
is as friendly to the United States as 
anybody on the ialand, and if the 
United States wants to annex Hawaii 
she is perfectly willing if it is done 
properly."

CUSTOM HOUSE CAR ROBBED. 



A Oarins Pleoe of tVork Done by Expert 
Tblevea. 

. Columbus, O., Fob. lO.— The custom 
house lock on a freight car arriving 

here early yesterday morning wr.;. fouml 
to bo broken, and it is suspected that a 
large amount of valuable g0(Hls liav( 
been taken. Tho car was full of silk 
and silver iniporte<l goods c<insigned to 
many wholesale Vlealers at the port of 
St. Louis. 

The car passed Newark all right at 
midniglit, and the train stopped at 
Pataskala for water. It is believed 
that th(! burglars entered the car tliere 
and throw out tho goods on the way 
here. A candle nearly burned was 
found inside, indicating that the robbers 
were at work for some time in the car. 
The floor was 8tr(!wn with wrappers 
and labels. 

F. E. Hayden, surveyor of tliis jiort. 
took charge of the car but, of course, 
has no knowledge of tho gocHls in the 
car. 

The bond on the car shows it to have 
been sent directly from piers 27 and '-'m. 
New York city, to the surveyor of tho 
post of St. Lonia.

A Vaa and AU Daacliter VataUrBamad

Wbitehouse and nia daughter, Bmma, 
were fatally burned.

The 
physicians say there is no hope fornis 
recovery.

A N EW WELI QION. 

tt la Led by a Man Who Claim* tbe DHrlMi 

Pnirer of Heslln);. 
ColXMBfs, Kan., Fid). lH. -Tho iieo- 
ple of this place ;ire greatly excited over 
the spread of a new religion, of which 
John and David Deems, of thia place, 
are the founders and cldef expounders. 
The basis of their rsligiou is the govern- 
ment of personal conduct according to 
the teachings of the New Testament 
literally int<>rpreted. John Deems de- 
votes himself to tho materiid and David 
tu the spiritual phase of tiie new re- 
ligion. John claims a divine healing 
power, manifested'by the simple laying 
on the handa, and, if the testimony of 
converts la to be believed, his power i.s 
indeed wonderful. 

Ruth Moore, a girl of sixteen years, 
living here, waa cross-eyed. She says 
John Deems placed his hands over her, 
and her eves were straightened. 

Mary Ulds was thrown out of a car- 
riage and received injuries to her spine, 
which resulted in the total paralysis of 
her limbs. She says Jdm Deems bade 
her to arise and walk, and she at once 
recovered the use cf her limbs. 

Kittle Saulding had been a sufferer 
from hip disease, and Mary Speyton was 
dying of cancer of the face. John 
Deems administswd to tbam, and both 
were cured. 

David Deems doea the preaching for 
the new religion. The burden of his 
discourses has been, "Leave all and fol- 
low me." Many have accepted the new 
religion and several hatre desert- 
ed familiea to follow Deems. 
Homes have been broken up and 
families have been distributed until now 
the civil authorities, backed by the sen- 
timent of the orthodox people of tho 
town, have determined to tweak up the 
sect. 

John and Cliarlea Wolz, two of the 
most fervent of the new converts, have 
been ad.iudged insane by the probate 
court and have been sent to the state 
asylum. 

Efforts will be made in a few days to 
have the Deems brothers ad.iudired in- 
sane, in the hope that by their removal 
the community will put an fnid to tho 
spread of tlieir teaching.s. The Deems 
brothers say: "Thj* will be done." They 
will not resist the etforts to send them 
to the syhuii. Deems s;i> s if he is sent 
there he will cure all tho patients. If 
the aftt injit to rid the community of 
the Deems. by b gal means fails, the or- 
thodox ]ieo)i{e threaten to dffcfattwn 
out by physical force.

Superintendent Qibson has issued a 
notice that apulications for re-emplov- 
meiit will ba raoeived individually from 
the strikers, aizty^iine in number, who 
nave resolved to starike together. 

Tho strikes are circulating a petition 
among the manufacturers for the re- 
moval of Yardmaster t.'arney. 

QUEEN SLAND F LOOD. 
Total Danagfls Done Eitlmated at Fifteen 

Million I>olliir>i. 

Brish.vnk, Feb. 10.— Tho floo<l has re- 
ceded from most of the citj' districts, 
which are now covered with mud and 
slime. The stench is * horrible, and, 
unless tUe city be cleaned within a few 
days will tuidoubtedly cause an epi- 
demic. 

The kxmboat Palot was lost in shoal 
water by tb« sudden receding of the 
flood, and cow rests high and dry on 
the botanical gardena, on the bank of 
the river. 

Great misery prevails in the poorer 
parts of tbe city, and e ss es of theft and 
robbery have aoubled within tiie last 
two days. 

The total damage done by the flood ia 
estimated to approximate $15,000,000.

When Watchman 
William ChsTvy made his 10 o'dook 
trip into the insane asylum he found 
the fire coming out of the cell occupied 
by A. Lafamitain, a woman, and gave 
the alarm. William Driscoll, the keep- 
er, with his family, lived in tho build- 
ing, and he at once broke the locks off 
the fifty-four cells and tried to get the 
inmates out, then he got his wUe Mid 
two ohildrsn, naithor of whooiwara 
dres s ed. 

Of the forty-eight inmates, only four 
escaped. They are William Twombly, 
Roso Suaderson, William Davey and 
Frank Donshon. The latter walked 
two miles in a blinding snowstorm, 
with only his shirt on, to William 
Home's hooaa, where ha was takan 
care of.

The Dover tiro dei artiaent was sum- 
moned, but owing to tho distance, tho 
blinding snowstorm and the icy roads, 
it took niiiety-Hvo minutes for tho de- 
partment to get there, too lat:- to bo of 
any service. Tlie snujking ruins show 
the charral bodies still laying on their 
beds. How tha building eauj^t ftraia 
a mystery. 

COHGRESS PROCEEDINGS. 

Mo Silver Lc'KiiilKtioii During; tli« Pment 

St*NHi«>ll, 

Wabhinoton, Feb. 10.— Tbe whole of 
yesterday'! session of the senate, after 

the morning hour, waa devoted to a dis^ 
cnssion of tbe railroad automatic car 
coupler bill. Tho substitute reported 
by tho coiiiiiiitti'o on interstate com- 
merce was amended by making the first 
section, requiring tlie use of power 
driving wheel brakes, go into force on 
the 1st of July. IKKS, instead of IHlto, 
and tho fourt'i section, requiring tho 
use of grab irons or hand holts in tho 
ends and sides of cars, go into force on 
the ist of .Inly. lSi).-|, instead of lMl»;j. 
It was al>o amended by striking out of 
the second section all but the first sen- 
tence. The section as amended sinij)ly 
makes it unlawful to use cars after the 
Ist of .lannary, 18'J«, that are not 
"eiiuippeil with couplers, coupling au- 
tomatically liy compact, and which can 
be uncoupled without the necessity of 
men going between tho ciirs." Final 
action was not tiiken on the bill. In the 
course of one of his passionate littlo 
speeches, Mr. Wolcott, Republican, of 
Colorado, had a somewhat angry inter- 
change of words with Jlr. Culloin, and 
alluded to .Mr. I'etfer. I'omilist, of Kan- 
aas, aa one of these people who make 
use of the labor noramoBt to raaoh 
public oflBce. ♦ 

It was silver day in the house, and the 
friends of silver were victorious in tho 
flght by a ma jority of It. They sua- 
taiiied the demand for the previous 
(Itiestion on tho resolution .setting apart 
yesterday and today for the considera- 
tion of tho bill repealing the Sherman 
act. Had not tho jirevious question 
been ordere'l, a cloture amendment 
would have been sprung up<m the house 
and the struggle would then have been 
continued. But when \\ was ordered 
advocates of the repeal bill gracefully 
passed under the yoke and allowed the 
resolution to be r^jcomuiitted without 
making any strong objection. This ac- 
tion in the opiuicm of members sounds 
the deathkuell of any silver legislation 
in tho present congress.

Presid- 
ing .TinVrc Perivior read the decision, 
after liaviiig dismissed the prisoners' 
plea th.it Ihey should benefit hy the 
statute of limitations. The audience 
listened with oppNMlT* iatMliity of in- 
terwt 

Tb« charge of fraudulent proceedinKa 
againft Ferdinand De Lesseps, Charles 
De Leoaepe, Henry Cottu and Marius 
Fontaae was held to be proved. The 
direeton had dealt with undei-writing 
■yndicatee which, as far aa their utility 
wai concerned, were flotions and were 
known to be flotiouB. In underwriting 
loans these syndicates had taken upon 
fbeoiMlTea no risks and yet th^y.had 
leoeiyed enormoos tuns from the com- 
pany. The ezpensM neoessarilv attend- 
ant upon the issue of loans had been 
gxosdy exaggeratod by the dbreotors, 
and this exaggeration also constituted a 
fhNidnlent act It was not necessary 
that the money should haTe been mis- 
•ppropriated ar squandered, or should 
uvn Mmefited the directors in order 
that they be found guilty. Their fraud- 
ulent intent was the mbm whether the 
aame purpose was carried out or not 

In dealing with OustaTe Eiffel's 
breach of trust the decision said thatM. 
Eiffel had recdred 190,000,000 firancs 
for the construction of the ten looks 
and hadpromised to complete five by 
1890. The evidence had shown that he 
had not even purchased the specified 
materials necessary in the consnrnction 
of these locks; in fact, he had bought in 
France, all told, bnt 1,888,000 franca 
worth of materiall. He had pretended, 
furthermore, to fulfil the obligations 
he bad undertaken, while, in reality, 
he was fimply miiappnipiiatiiig the 
funds. 

In conclusion, Judge Periveir reml 
these sentences: Ferdinand De Lesseps. 
five- years' imprisonment and S.Ono 
fosncs fine; Charles De Lcsscps. five 

Sirs' imprisonment and 8.000 francs 
e: If arius Fontane, two years' impris- 
onment and 8.000 francs tine; Henry 
Cotton, two years' imprisonment and 
8,000 francs tine; Gu.stave Eiffel, two 
years' imprisonment and 20,()oO francs 
fine. 

The sentences have caused a profound 
sensation, especially thut of Si. Ferdi- 
nand De Lesseps. The judffment finds 
the defendants guilty oc swindling and 
breach of trust. 

Count De Lesseps is the great engin- 
eer of ths Suez caual, and was the head 
of the Panama canal project. He has 
long hcen the most distinguished en- 
gineer fif the world, and is eighty-four 
yem» old. It is believed that he can not 
survive the disgrace until hia term of 
imprisonmcal expires.

BBtUN, Feb. lO.'An alarm of fire, 
attended v,-ith tragic results, occurred 
in Leipsic la^ t ni,!;lit. HchaeJlVi's restau- 
rant, one ol the principal in the city, 
was thronged with jieoplo aliout mid- 
night. Su'ldenly some one cried. 
"Firel" A wiUi ji;;nic prevailed and 
everyliody maiie a rusli to get through 
the only i)la':e of egress, a narrow pa.s- 
aagf way. 

This was soon Vdocked hy a struggling 
mass of people, who ])revent<'d each 
other from escaping, 'lliose who fell 
were ininiediatcly chis^'d upon i;n<l hail 
the life crushe.l out of them, and otln rs 
were lataily jammed agaiiist tiie walls. 
It was found that six persons had heen 
killed in the panic, and three others se- 
riously and ])erhaiis fatally injured. The 
fire wnich had caused the pMilc was a 
comparatively slight atfair.

— The death of 
Louis Jolni Jennings, Conservative, 
membf^r of the house of commons for 
Stockport, was announced yesterday. 
Mr. Jennings, who is well known in tlie

as speciid correspondent for the Londoiu 
Times in India and the United States. 
He suhsequently became connected with 
the New York Times, and while a< tinir 
as editor of that paper was chietty in- 
strumental in exposing and overthrow- 
ing the Tweed ring. In 1«83 ho stocxl 
for election in Stockport and was re- 
turned. Mr. Jennings was the author 
of • number of works.
